Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-22 are allowed.

None of the prior art teaches the light source comprising the fiber optic collimator having 
the input end optically communicating with the common output from the optical fibers, the 
collimator including the grating configured to have the peak reflection wavelength within the 
emitting bandwidth of the diode-lasers whereby the portion of the light entering the collimator is 
reflected back into the respective diode-lasers for locking the emitted wavelength thereof while 
the remainder of the light entering the collimator exits the collimator at the output end thereof as 
claimed in independent claim 19.
